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PREFACE 


The  Internet  is  an  international  network  of  computers  linked  up  to  exchange  information.  The 
core  of  the  network  consists  of  computers  joined  through  high  speed  connections.  Part  of  this 
Internet  is  the  World  Wide  Web,  the  Web  or  the  WWW.  The  Web  contains  graphics  and  text 
documents  published  on  the  Internet  that  are  linked  (joined)  through  hypertext  links  that  are 
clickable.  No  one  knows  how  many  addresses  are  searchable  on  the  Web  but  it  is  probably  in  the 
millions.  Anyone  can  establish  a  Web  page  with  the  right  tools  and  know-how.  Businesses, 
universities,  governments,  and  individual  citizens  can  establish  Web  sites. 

Many  of  these  Web  pages  are  collections  of  useful  and  interesting  information  on  a  variety  of 
subjects.  The  number  and  scope  of  Web  pages  is  expanding  rapidly  and  is  constantly  changing. 

The  purpose  of  this  publication  is 
to  provide  a  list  of  Web  sites  that  may  be  useful  and  interesting  to  the  research  community  and 
other  interested  individuals.  A  few  are  included  for  just  plain  fun.  All  of  the  Web  sites  listed  here 
have  been  visited  and  are  accurate  and  operating  as  of  the  publication  date.
